Helsinki, Dec. 15 (AP).—Finland's 


foreign minister, Vaino Tanner, to- 
day appealed in a radio broadcast to 
Russian Foreign Commissar Vyoches- 


i laff Molotoff for 
a suspension of 


hostilities rind resumption of ne- 
gotiations on the basis of I he prin- 
ciple of small nations' right of self 
de-termination. 


Tinnier, whojook part in the long- 


drawn Kremlin negotiations which 
preceded the Russian invasion, re- 
called that Russia had lent support 
to this principle. 


He recalled also how the Moscow 


government broke off diplomatic re- 
lations with Finland, refused medi- 
ation by the United States, rejected 
Sweden's ollons at conciliation and 
spurned the League of Nations' up- 
peal for mediation of the dispute. 


"However, the air is still open," 


Tanner said. 


"When I recently visited the big 


agricultural exposition at Moscow," 
the Finnish foreign minister said, "I 
saw on the wall of one of the build- 
ings a stirrjng'seriteribc by your lead- 
er,'Mr: Stalin: 


" 'The Soviet Union does not cover 


a single inch of the territory of other 
states but it will defend every Inch 
of Its own soil.' 


"There is leason at this moment to 


save that slogan from sinking into 
oblivion. 


"Finland still is ready for peace- 


ful negotiation, but if Moscow's aim 
is conquest of the whole country 
then the Finns will fight to the end. 


"Already the first 16 days have 


shown that the war will be fierce 
and demand many victims. Why 
shed blood so long as there are other 
possibilities uncxamined?"

Washington/Dec. 15 CAP)—British 


aircraft factories were described in 
authoritative re|x>rts today to be 
turning out warplanes at the rate of 
more than one an hour In "en effort 
to assure air supremacy over Ger- 
many. 


After a lag In production at Hie 


start of the European war, aviation 
quarters said, British planes are be- 
ing rolled off assembly lines at a 
speed well above 1,000 a month 
French production, too. was mount- 
ed substantially to' probably 400 
planes a month. 


The reports supported the state- 


ment of 'Britain's air minister, Sir 
Klngsley Wood, in the house of 
commons this week that "the mere 
numerical output of today is more 
than twice what It was last year." 


British-French production is being 


supplemented 
materially 
by 
the 


planes turned out to their order by 
American plants. Exact figures are 
lacking, but it is believed that such 
orders have been increased to more 
than 4,000 by contracts placed since 
the arms embargo was lifted Novem- 
ber 4. 


Upwards of 1,000 American air- 


craft already have been delivered. 
More than 600 planes were com- 
pleted before the embargo became 
effective, and about 300 others were 
ready for delivery when the ban was 
lifted. 


(It was disclosed in Paris Thurs- 


day night that the first consignment 
of American planes since: the em- 
bargo was repealed had reached 
France safely.) 


How many warplanes Germany is 


producing in the meantime is a mat- 
ter of conjecture.

mates, nazl factories are capable of 
an output of more than 2,000 a 
month. 


Claiming superiority for British 


planes over nazl aircraft, Sir Kings- 
ley told the house of commons that 
"the types now passing from the 
factories to the units represent, not 
only in man-hours of construction 
but in efficiency as weapons of war, 
not two-foldl but a manifold accre- 
tion of strength."-.
